This was the third, the laft, and by much the moft dan- 
cerous Expedient, employed by the Friends of the Govern- 
ment in the Reign of King Charles II. to underimine our 
Libertics. The Effect of it He did not live to fee ; but 
We may eafily conjecture what it would have been. 

The frequent fitting of Parliament was indeed provided 


for, indirectly and in Confequence by the Exigencies of 


the Jlar, which foon follow’d the Revo/ution. “his War 


made annual Supplies necetiaty ; and before it was over, 


the fame Neceflity of aanual Seffions of Parliament came to 
be eftablifh’d, as it continues to this Hour, by the great 
Alteration made relatively to the publick Revenue. ‘The 
whole publick Revenue had been the Avag’s formerly. Par- 
frementary Aids were, in thofe Days, extraordinory and 
occafional ; and Things came tothat Pafs at laft, that Par- 
fiaments were more frequently, or more rarely conven’d,

Thefe Reflections, I fay, are fufficient to prove thefe Pro- 
pofitions ; and thefe Propofitions fet before us, in a very 
ftrong Light, the Necefliry of ufing our utmoft Efforts, 
that the true Defign of our Conftitution may be purfued 
as clofely as poflibly by the Re-eftablifhment of anaual, or 
at leaft ot frrennial Parliaments. But the Importance of 
the Matter, and the particular Seafonablenefs of the Con. 


juncture invite me to offer one Confideration more upon 


this Head, which I think will not ftrike the lefs for be. 
ing obvious and plain. It is This. Should a Azag obtain, 


for many years at cncc, he Supplies and Powers, which 


ufed to be granted annually to Him ; This would be deem. 
ed, I prefume, even.in the’ prefent Age, an unjuftifiable 
Nleafure and an intolerable Grievance, for this plain Rea- 
fon ; becaufe it would alter our Confitution in the funda- 
mental Article, that requires frequent Affemblies of the whcle 
Legiflaturc, in order to affift, and controul too, the exe- 
cutive Power, which is intrufted with one Pert of it. Now 
ask, isnot the Article, which requires frequent Eledions 
of the Repre/cutative, by the collective Body cf the People, 
in order to fecure the /etter againft the ill Confequences 
of the poflibie Weaknefs, or Corruption of the former, as 
fundamental an Article, and as effential to the Preferva- 
tion of our Liberties, as the other ? No Man dares fay 
that it is not ; at leait no Man, who deferves our Atten- 
tion. Phe People of Britain have as good a Right, and 
a Right as necefiary to be afferted, to keep their Aepre- 
Jentetizes trae to the Truft repofed in Them, and to 
the Prefervation of the Conftitution, by the Controul of 


Pregucnt They have to keep their Azags true 


tothe Vrattrepofed in them, and to the Prefervation of 
the Confitution, by the Controul of frequent Sittings of 
Pariament. How comes it then to pafs, that We may 
ovierve fo great a Difference in the Sentiments of Man- 
Kind, avout thefe sve Cases ? Propofe the firff, there is no 
cf Government, who will not affe@ all that 
Horrour at the Propofition, which every Friend of the 
Confitution will really feel. Propofe the keeping up /ep-

Thefe Reafons, drawn from two or three common-place 
Topicks of pretended Conventeacy and Expediency, or ot 
fuppofed Tranquillity at home, and Strenth abroad, I need 
not mention. They have been mentioned by others, and. 
fufficiently refuted. But that, which may very juftly ap- 
pear marvellous is, his; thar tome Men, I think not 
many, who are frue Friends to the Conffituticn, have been 
ttagger'd in their Opinions and almott feduced by the falfe 
Reafonings of thefe Fricn?s of Government ; though no- 
thing can be more eafy than to fhew from Reaton and Ex-. 
perience, that Convenrency, Expediency, and demeffick 
franguili‘y may be, and in Bact have been as well, nay 
better fecured, under ¢trienaia/, nay annual Parliaments, 
than under Parliaments of @ lonecr Continuance ; and as tor 
Strength abroad, (Vhat is, national Credit and Influence) 
it will depend on the Opinion foreign Nations have of our 
national Difpofitions, and the Unanimity of our Sentt- 
ments. It muft be chiefly determin'd thereiore by their 
Knowledge of the real Senfe of the Nation. Now hat 
can appear no Way fo much asin the natural State of our 
Conftitution, by frequent Elections ; and when it does ap- 
pear fo, it muft have another Kind ot Effect than the 
bare Refolutions of a ffale, minifferial Perliament ; efpeci- 
ally uf it happens, as it may happen in fome future Time, 
that the Senfe of the Nation thould appear trom the Sente 
of fuch a Parliament ; and that the Refolutions of fuch a 
Parliament fhould be avowed dictated by Mez odious and 
hated, contemptible and contemn’d, both at home and a- 
broad. | | 

But in the Suppofition that fome Inconveniences may 
arife by freguent Ele@ions ; (which is only allow’d for

Confequences of them, to be fet in the Ballance againft the

Every Form of Government hath Advantages, and Duif- 
advantages peculiar to it. “Thus ab/folute Monarchies feem 
moft form’d for fudden and vig»>rous Efforts of Power, 
either in attacking, or in defending ; whilft, in free Con- 


fitutions, the Forms of Government muft be neceffarily 


more complicated and flow ; fo that in The/e, the fame 
Secrecy cannot be always kept, nor the fame Difpatch ake 
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keen ovr tree with the finail Metects te. 
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or. who would not prefs for the Revival of it, if it ftood 
fufpended for an zadefu‘te, or even a fone Term? Who 
will fay that the Practice of gizing Meney without Ac- 


count, or psfling Votes of Credit; (by which the Pur/e of 


rhe Pecple 1s taken out of the Hands of Tho/e, whom 
the People trufted, and put into the Hands of T hofe, 
whom they neither did, nor would have trufted) who
